The record of Eugene Talmadge as 
commissioner of agriculture is defend- 
ed in a statement made public Tues- 
day by William A. Thomas, 1510 Citi- 
zens and Southern Bank building. He 


expressed surprise that opposition to 
Talmadge developed “so early,” stat- 
ing that the commissioner went into 
office only 14 months ago. 

The statement of Mr. Thomas is as 
follows: 

“A word in behalf of the farmers of

I doubt the truthfulness of 
this statement, however, because there 
are too many superlatives. because of 
its source, and the fact that I know 
Mr. Talmadge too well to believe it, 
but thank heaven if it can be pos- 
sible.

In his letter Mr. Chamlee quotes a 


recent statement of Mr. Harris as fol- 
lows: 

“Again we call the attention of the 
people of this state to the shameless 
effort now made to debauch their elec- 
torate, . . .

Exception to this statement was 
taken by Mr. Chamlee in his letter, 
part of which is included in the Hard- 
man headquarters statement, which is 
as follows:

Two New Features. 


The bill now being drawn has two 
new features intended to overcome the 
objections raised by the interstate 
commerce commission in turning down 
proposed railroad consolidations such 
as Chesapeake and Ohio, New York 
Central, Kansas City Southern. One 
of the new provisions provides for 
greater protection of the so-called 
short lines or small roads which have 
raised strong objections to proposed 
mergers that leave them out in the 
cold to face more competition. The. 
other new feature provides greater 
protection for minority shareholders 
of railroads entering a merger. Fess 
and his associates backed by high ad- 
ministration officials hope that the 
new bill can be passed this year and 
bring about something definite in the 
railroad merger situation which has 
been dragging along since February 
of 1920, when congress passed the 
law calling for compulsory consolida- 
tions of all roads into some 20 sys- 
tems to be arranged by the inter- 
state commerce commission. For the 
past two or three years it has been 
evident that the 1920 compulsory 
merger law would not be forced he- 
cause public sentiment favered inde- 
pendent mergers. 

Uncertainties surrounding the rail- 
road merger situation go a long way 
in explaining why railway shares con- 
tinue to lag behind industrials in 


stock market activity.

Commission houses and 
previous speculative were active and 
persistent buyers, whereas offerings 
were largely restricted to holdefs who 
found themselves in a_ position to 
realize profits. 

Besides an excellent cash demand 
was in evidence for corn available to 
be used at once. 

Meanwhile arrivals of 
cago today totaled only 79 cars and 
despite the advances in price of fu- 
ture deliveries the quantity of old 
corn booked today for shipment to 
this city amounted to but 28,000 
bushels, whereas the open interest in 
September corn contracts here is near- 
ly 22,000,000 bushels. 

The country offered new corn more 
freely and 348,000 bushels were pur- 
chased by Chicago houses mainly from 
Illinois points, but this corn is about 
all to arrive not earlier than Decem- 
ber. On the other hand, shippers here 
took 176,000 bushels of. corn today 
from Chicago stocks, and vessel room 
was chartered for 235,000 bushels to 
go to Buffalo and Georgian Bay. 

Wheat values derived their firm- 
ness almost entirely from the strength 
of the corn market. The upturns in 
wheat were in the face of favorable 
harvest weather in Canada, prospec- 
tive bearish Canadian government 
crop estimates, and virtual stoppage 
of export demand. The world’s avail- 
able supply, thongh, decreased 1.259.- 
000 bushels for the week and the Euro- 
pean crop summaries were construed 
as rather unfavorable. Oats tended 
upward with other grain and because 
oats receipts’ were small.
